Warrant For Town Meeting 


To Ruth K, Stanford, Constable of the Town of Lovell, in 
the County of Oxford, and the State of Maine. 


GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Lovell, in said County, qualified by law to vote in Town 
affairs, to meet at the Town House in said Town on Satur- 
day, the fourth day of March, A.D., 1967, at ten o'clock 
in the forenoon, then and there to act on the following 
articles, to wit: 


Article 1, To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Article 2. To choose a Town Clerk for the year ensu- 
ing. 

Article 3, Tosee what the town wishes to do regarding 
fixing the compensation of the town officers, 


Article 4, To choose one member of the Board of Se- 
lectmen, Assessors, and Overseers of the Poor, who shall 
serve three years, 


Article 5, Tochoose a Town Treasurer for the year en- 
suing, 

Article 6, Tochoose a Tax Collector for the year en- 
suing, 

Article 7. To choose an Excise Tax Collector for the 
year ensuing, 

Article 8. Tochoose one or more Road Commissioners 
for the year ensuing, 


Article 9. Tochoose one member of the School Board 
who shall serve three years, 


Article 10, Tochoose one member of the School Board 
who shall serve two years, 


Article 11. To see if the town wishes to have a com- 
mittee on Cemeteries, to meet with the Selectmen, and 
plan with them concerning the care and construction of said 
cemeteries, 


Article 12. To choose said Committee. 


Article 13, Tochoose all other necessary Town Officers 
for the ensuing year, 


Article 14, To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise or appropriate for the operation of schools , 
administration, instruction, elementary and secondary 
transportation, operation of school plant, textbooks, sup- 
lies, utilities, tuition, and health, 

(Budget Committee recommends $62, 317. 07) 


Article 15, To see what sum of money the town will 
vote toraise or appropriate for the support of school lunch 
program. 

(Budget Committee recommends $1, 600.) 


Article 16. To see what sum of money the town will 
raise or appropriate for maintenance and equipment of the 
Lovell School, 

(Budget Committee recommends $521, 03) 


Article 17, To see what sum of money the town will 
raise or appropriate for insurance on school children, 


(Budget Committee recommends $50. ) 


Article 18. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote toraise or appropriate for immunization programs that 
are required bylaw, $200 for this purpose to be made a- 
vailable to the local health officer. 


(Budget Committee recommends $100, ) 


Article 19, Toseeif the town will vote to raise or ap- 
propriate $115. 00 for public health nursing, said sum to be 
expended by the Maine Department of Health & Welfare, 
for local public health nursing services in Lovell for the 
fiscal year July 1, 1967 to June 30, 1968.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Cit- 
izens of the Town of Lovell: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools. I wish to mention the good 
physical facilities and fine equipment I have found in your 
school, The faculty and staff are in all cases working to 
meet the needs of the young people in this community, 


I personally feel that you should be congratulated on 
the decision you have taken in sending the 7th and 8th 
grade students to the junior high school in Fryeburg, There 
is no question but what the departmentalized situation is 
of benefit to your children, Likewise, they are contribut- 
ing tocurricula and extra curricula achievement by work - 
ing in a larger group, 

This fall an evaluation of all teachers has been made, 
The teachers have assisted in presenting their budget needs 
and are presently working on a cirriculum study in the area 
of social studies, With their cooperation a healthseries 
has been incorporated in the course of study and is achie- 
ving good results, 

This year the Lovell School Department has taken ad- 
vantage of the Federal programs in several areas, 

Title I funds have been received in a limited amount 
and have been used to employ a remedial reading teacher 
anda teacher aide, Special equipment has been purchas- 
ed for the remedial teacher to use in working with stu- 
dents who need extra help and special attention in build- 
ing good basic reading skills. The teacher aide has been 
given such duties as collecting money for school lunch, 
duplicating material for individual teachers and assisting 
them inrecord keeping. This allows the regular teachers 
some free time to work with children who need special 
help as defined by the regulations of the Title I grant. 

Title II funds have beenreceived and expended, as au- 
thorized, to purchase approved books for the libraries in 
the several classrooms,

Forty-six students are attending Fryeburg Academy. One 
student is attending Holderness School, It is anticipated 
that there will be an increase of four more secondary stu- 
dents next fall 


This year the 108rd Legislature is meeting to consider 
proposed school law changes which will have significant 
effect on the schools in this area, Recommendations tobe 
considered are (1) that tuition expenditures be removed 
as a component of the foundation program and that all 
units' subsidy be computed based upon the average num- 
ber of resident pupils on October 1st and April 1st of each 
school year, (2) that the per pupil allowance in the found- 
ation program be increased from $255. to $320. per pupil, 
(3) that each unit shall be supplied with the State's share 
of the foundation dollars and any money unused by a unit 
in a given year must be credited to the next year's State 
Aid. 

The Joint School Committee of Union No. 19 has de- 
cided to discontinue its study on districting for the time 
being, as the Legislature may make changes in percentage 
costs for the respective towns who may wish to enter into 
a district, Nevertheless your school committee members 
aave been working hard with the school committee mem- 
bers of Brownfield, Fryeburg, Stoneham, Stow and Sweden 
on curriculum, housing and transportation committees, 

The curriculum committee reported to the full Union 
Board on a proposed course of study for kindergarten through 
grade 12, 

The housing committee has presented three plans for 
consideration with projected costs of each. Plan I con- 
siders building a new junior- senior high school. Plan II 
proposes building a new junior high school and tuitioning 
secondary students as has been done in the past. Plan III 
proposes (1) using the Charles A, Snow School as the junior 
high school for the area since it has seven classrooms a- 
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vailable, and to add an all-purpose room for use as a gym, 
cafeteria and auditorium, (2) using the Brownfield Con- 
solidated School as an elementary school for kindergarten 
through grade 6, one grade to a room, by converting the 
existing all-purpose room to two classrooms, adding two 
classrooms, newkitchen, corridor, storage area and cafe- 
torilum, (3) using the Sadie F, Adams School at North Fry- 
eburg as an elementary school for kindergarten through 
grade 6, one grade to a room, adding on four classrooms, 
new kitchen and cafetorium, (4) building a new elemen- 
tary school of eight classrooms, kitchen and cafetorium in 
the vicinity of Center Lovell for kindergarten through grade 
6, one grade to aroom, If Plan III should be accepted then 
secondary students would be tuitioned as they have been 
in the past, 

I would like to urge each citizen of the town of Lovell 
to follow the legislative proposals as they affect your schools 
and to study the progress of the districts that have been 
formed this past year in the neighboring areas so that at 
some future time when a decision on districting has to be 
made, you may make the best judgment for furthering the 
educational opportunities for your children, 

May I thank the citizens for the interest and cooper- 
ation which they have shown to me in this school year and 
express my appreciation to the school committee for their 
diligence and concern in promoting the best interests of 
the Lovell children,

REGIONAL AIRPORT REPORT - 1966 


During 1966, use of the Eastern Slope Regional Air- 
port continued to increase, Although exact figures are not 
available, itis estimated that slightly over 2,000 aircraft 
used the airport facilities in one way or another during the 
year, The airport continues to attract inquiries from various 
industries from time to time, and may well one day be a 
significant factor in attracting more new industry to the 
area, as it has been in the past. 


In an effort to improve service provided to pilots and 
passengers, the authority hired two attendants during the 
summer months, Through July, August and September, the 
airport was manned during the daylight hours. Improve- 
ments made during 1966 included creation of an automo- 
bile parking area and an increase in the size of the air- 
craft parking facilities, 

The arrangements that we have had with the gentle- 
man who had been operating the airport for the past few 
years became mutually unsatisfactory to both parties, and 
our contract with the operator was terminated last spring. 
The authority has been fortunate to secure an agreement 
with two gentlemen who have both been professionally in- 
volved in aviation for anumber of years, These gentlemen 
appear to have a very businesslike attitude and a realistic 
outlook concerning the potential of the Eastern Slope Re- 
gional Airport, Charter and taxi service have now been 
made availableby appointment, The new operators are 
currently attending the airport during weekends, Later in 
the spring, attendance of the airport on a full time basis 
is to be provided by the operators, In the near future, fa- 
cilities for student pilot instruction are to be made avail- 
able, 


Plans for 1967 include the construction of a new hang- 
ar, which will have storage facilities for six aircraft, Cur- 
rent aircraft facilities are far from adequate, thus making 
it necessary for several planes to be stored in the open, 


With our problems concerning the finding of an airport 
Operator apparently very satisfactorily solved, the author- 
ity is confident that service provided to the Eastern Slope 
Region should be greatly improved in the future, Use of 
the airport as a means of entry to the region by people 
owning private aircraft is increasing every year, With the 
availability of the air taxiservice, the area shouldbecome 
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mich more teadily accessible to individuals interested in 
our region asboth a vacation land and as a business area,

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Report Of Public Health Nurse 


MAINE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH & WELFARE 
DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
LOVELL - 1966 


Your public health nurse is a member of the staff of the 
State Department of Health and Welfare, Division of Pub- 
lic Health Nursing. The primary purpose of public hea!th 
nursing is to provide generalized service to people in their 
home, school and community. This is accomplished by 
cooperating with physicians, town officials, school person- 
nel and community groups in developing health services 
and programs; offering consultation to school personnel re - 
garding health problems; teaching health to individuals and 
families in their homes to prevent illness, and to promote 
health and correction of defects, Follow-up visits are made 
to clinic patients when indicated by medical recommend - 
ations, Liasonbetweenhome, school and other community 
facilities is an important function of the public health nurse, 

Complete physical examinations were offered to child- 
renin grades one and four. Urine testing for sugar and al- 
bumin was offered to all the school children and a test for 
sugar to anyresidentof your town, Home visits were made 
when necessary to explain findings and recommendations 
of the school physician, Parents were urged to consult with 
their family physician for medical supervision. 

The school immunization program was continued with 
diptheria-tetanus, polio and smallpox vaccinations being 
offered, Many inquiries were received inregards to measles 
vaccinations for school children, A survey was made and 
the results showed sufficient interest, therefore a clinic was 
held in November with an attendance of twenty-six, 

The tuberculin skin testing program recommended by 
the State Department of Health and Welfare and the State 
Department of Education continued to be an on-going ac- 
tivity in the school health service, Tests_were offered to 
children inkindergarten, Itisregrettable that we had some 
refusals, 
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A series of three Child Health Conferences was held 
during the summer with the usual good attendance. In- 
quiries were made at the Conferences inregards to mea- 
sles vaccinations for the children, A survey was made with 
good results and a clinic was held in October with an at- 
tendance of twenty-four, Preschool children from Stone- 
ham, Stow, Sweden and Waterford were invited. 


The vision testing program for three year old children 
which was initaited in 1964 by the Department of Health 
and Welfare, Division of Maternal and Child Health is 
continuing. Any mother who wishes assistance with the 
testing may notify her public health nurse. Many vision 
problems may be detected at this age and with treatment 
partial or total loss of vision may be prevented.

This year there were twenty-six Dutch Elm disease in- 
fected trees left over from the 1965 program, which are 
being removed, Everything that was suitable for pulpwood 
was sold. This makes a substantial saving as we not only 
receive money for the wood, butitsaves the cost of clean- 
ing it up. 

This summer there were thirty-one inore trees discover- 
ed to be infected with Dutch Elm Disease. 

Where there are so many Elms being removed, it would 
be advisable for the town to start a tree-planging program, 
as a good part of the trees in Lovell are Elms, In a few 
years the streets will look quite bare unless some new trees 
are started now, 


I would suggest that you raise the same amount that 
was raised last year for removal, plus $250.00 to set out 
ten new trees,

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


During 1966 the Planning Board held several meetings 
- all well attended. At the meeting held on July lst. the 
Selectmen and Building Inspector were present, The view 
was expressed that there was a lack of information about 
the Town of Lovell Code and Regulations enacted at the 
1964 Annual Town Meeting, and the Amendment to it en- 
acted at the 1966 Annual Town Meeting. 


During October 1966, the Planning Board mailed the 
revised Copy of the Building Code and Regulations, along 
with a letter briefly explaining the purposes of the Code, 
the procedure of obtaining building permits, and the au- 
thority of the "Board of Appeals" to allow minor variances 
where unnecessary hardship would result, 


This information was mailed to 592 property owners, 
which included 205 Residents and 387 Non-Residents, The 
response was excellent, Many expressed the feeling that 
such a Code made them feel more secure, and should en- 
courage others to maintain attractiveness of their property 
and the Town - with benefits to everyone, 


The Board will continue to mail this information to 
new property owners, 

During 1966, the Building Inspector issued 35 permits. 
The Board of Appeals settled two hardship cases in a 
manner satisfactorily to all, 

For purpose of clarification, the Planning Board is con- 
cemed primarily with the study,consideration, and plana- 
ing “for the purpose of helping the general welfare; pre- 
venting disease and promoting health; and providing for 
public safety." The Selectmen and Building Inspector are 
concerned with enforcement of the regulations enacted at 
Town Meeting. 

_ The Planning Board has given consideration to such pro- 
blems as certain phases of the Building Code, zoning, junk 
car disposal, signs, local police protection, and keeping 
the town neat and attractive. Constant investigation is 
being made of codes and regulations adopted by and in 
successful operation in other communities, Your suggestions 
are encouraged at all times, They will be given full con- 
sideration with thebest interests of the community in mind, 
Proposals for projects will be thoroughly studied and pre- 


pared by the Planning Board, and then presented to the 
Townspeople at a public hearing in advance of a Town 
Meeting. 

The Town of Lovell is fortunate in its unique location, 
in its natural beauty of countryside, of Lake Kezar, its 
ponds, stteams, mountain views, and in its quality of 
homes and its people, 

In these next few years, with the rapidly expanding 
national population growth, increased financial resources 
of larger numbers of families, more vacation time, longer 
weekends, betterroads, faster transportation, and the needs 
and desires of city dwellers to get to the country more than 
ever, Lovell cannothelp but grow at an increasingly faster 
rate, 

The Building Code and Regulations of the Town of Lovell 
does not require changes to existing buildings, A Town 
Zoning Ordinance, if later enacted will not change the 
use of existing properties, When a Zoning Ordinance has 
been well prepared and has the backing of public approval, 
if offers an excellent basis for protection from adverse in- 
fluences, 

As we drive through some other towns, we may observe 
how adverse influences and unregulated uses of properties 
have jeopardized and depreciated these communities, 

With the anticipated and accelerated influx to Lovell 
of new property owners, and unknown outside or new in- 
terests, reasonable Town Ordinances become of prime im- 
portance for those who live here. year-round or summers, 

As our community grows, and the demand for land be- 
comes greater, real property, land and buildings, will be- 
come scarce and higher priced, Therefore, it might be 
well to think about setting aside some areas of community 
owned land, such as our public beaches, for the recre> 
ational enjoymentof our Townspeople, At the same time, 
we should encourage compatible commercial enterprises 
which will provide job opportunities and will help hold our 
youth in our more healthful enviornment, as compared with 
present overcrowding of urban areas with their problems 
of air pollution and crime, 

The wise planning and community action during these 
growing years are necessary and important to all of us and 
to future generations,

BUDGET FOR 1968 

The total 1968 budget will be $95, 915.00, an increase 
of $5,979.75 over the present budget of $89, 935.25 but 
the total needed appropriation in this year will be $79, 


999.13, an increase of $8,511.03 over the 1967 needed 
appropriation of $64, 488,10, 
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Two of the main reasons for this are; 
(1) anticipated income is less this year 
(2) tuition costs are up approximately $7, 000. 00 over 
last year. 


CURRICULUM 


A committee was organized last winter to study ways 
of revising rank cards for all of Union No. 19, to make 
them more meaningful for parents, Several meetings were 
held, attended by parents and teachers and from the dis- 
cussions and recommendations resulted new rank cards, 
which have been adopted throughout the Union, 

A Social Studies Curriculum Committee met several 
times during the winter and spring terms for the purpose 
of revising the Social Studies Program and for recommen- 
ding textbooks needed to meet the goals which had been 
established in this academic area, The Ginn series was 
recommended to the School Committee members, at a 
joint meeting, by the chairman of the curriculum com- 
mittee, This series was adopted throughout the Union for 
grades K-6, An up to date curriculum guide for teachers 
has been prepared for use in all schools. New Social Studies 
textbooks will be purchased next year for the 7th and 8th 
grades, 

A mathematics curriculum study group has been form- 
ed this year for the purpose of recommending new text- 
books for use during the 1968-69school year, with the idea 
of improving the quality of the mathematics program and 
pupil achievement in this area, Instructors from Fryeburg 
Academy have accepted an invitation to participate, to 
better coordinate the elementary and secondary mathe- 
matics program, 

We are providing a Modern Math Course for our teach- 
ers this spring, through the University of Maine, Most of 
the teachers in the Union will be taking this course. 

The testing program has included the administration of 
the Iowa Tests of Basic Skills to pupils in grades 3-8, the 
Revised Stanford Achievement Test in grades 1-8 and the 
Differential Aptitude Tests in Grade 8, The new Otis Lennon 
Tests of mental ability will be administered to pupils in 
grades one, four and seven in the fall of 1968, _ 

FEDERAL PROGRAMS 

Title I funds have been received in a limited amount 
which have beenused to continue the program started last 
year, Mrs, Evelyn Bennettis employed as a helping teach- 
erand Mrs, Carol Andrews is employed as teachers’ aide, 
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Title II funds have been expended as received to pur- 

chase approved books for the classroom libraries, 
MAINTENANCE AND REPAIRS 

Many repairs were done this year under the supervision 
of your school committee, 

It was necessary to replace the water line from the 
spring to the school and to repair the wellhouse. 

Renovations to the Annie Heald School Building includ- 
ed having floorsrefinished, repainting rooms, the kitchen 
and some floors, The building was given a thorough sum- 
mer cleaning, 

DIS TRIC TING 


This isthe year that the towns in School Union No, 19 
are required to vote again on districting, The State law 
states that each town has to present a districting proposal 
every two years until a district is formed. Your school 
committee has been working with the Joint School Com- 
mittee of this Union of Housing, Transportation and Cur- 
riculum, 

In closing this reportI would like to thank the Citizens 
of the Town of Lovell for the interest and cooperationwhich 
they have shown to me in the past two years and also to 
express my appreciation to the School Committee for their 
diligence and concern in promoting the best interests of 
the Lovell students,

Report Of Public Health Nurse 


Annual Report of the Public Health Nursing Services in 
Lovell in the year 1967 

The public health nurse made 92 home visits during the 
year, These visits were made: to help in colrecting en- 
viornmental conditions which threatened the well-being of 
the family, to assure the continuity of treatment for pa- 
tient as recommended by physicians and clinics, to help 
in securing medical care and correctional devices for phy- 
sical impairments, to give nursing care and to tollow 
through for care in health problems as found through the 
school health program, 

Four Child Health Conferences were held for physical 
examination and immunization of pre-school children. 
Thirty children attended these four clinics, 


On the school health service program, one hundred six 
students participated in two immunization clinics which 
offered booster injections for maintenance of immunity a- 
gainst smallpox, poliomyelitis, diptheria, and tetanus as 
needed by each individual, Seven students were vaccinated 
against measles, Twenty studentsreceived physical exam- 
inations by the School Physician and fourty-two students 
submitted samples of urine for testing for sugar and al- 
bumen, 

The annual tuberculin tests offered to beginners and 7th 
grade students were given to 87.5% of the eligible stu- 
dents, This test is a harmless skin test which is given to 
detect persons who may have been exposed to tuberculosis. 
The purpose of the tuberculin test program is to find cases 
of tuberculosis so that early teatment may be initiated to 
curb the disabling efects of the disease and to prevent its 
spread within the community,

Miss Ruth Choate, public health nurse who serves this 
area, has been on leave for the past few months, In her 
name, I wish to express appreciation to all the persons who 
assisted in promoting the community and school health 
programs in Lovell.

The 1967 Red Cross Swimming Program was held at 
Farrington’s Beach in Center Lovell, for a six week period, 
Mrs, Georgianna Steadman instructed swimming, assisted 
by Mrs, Heidi Bemis Gould, Ninety-seven children regis- 
tered for the lessons, approximately seventy completed 
their lessons and fifty-seven received certificates of ad- 
vancement, The Junior-Senior. Life Saving Course was 
taught to fifteen boys and girls who worked very hard to 
earn their certificates, 

This year's program was the largest that we have ever 
had, More children enrolled, fewer dropped out, and if 
the program continues to grow as it has this year, there 
will be a real need for a third instructor. We have made 
two changes that we hope will prevent the necessity of 
adding another instructor at this time - without lowering 
the quality or standards of our program, 

1, We will be offering. Life Saving and Advanced 

swimming on alternate years, 

2. The half-hour class for pre-school children was large 

and difficult to work with, This class has been divided © 

into two, small fifteen minute sessions, 
This was done on a trial basis this year, and seemed to 
help equalize the instructor load and help keep the classes 
down to a size that could be taught most effectively. We 
appreciate the constant cooperation and support that the 
Youth Program receives from parents and other interested 
townspeople, and wish to thank everyone who has helped 
to make this fine program available to the children of our

Airport Authority 


In the year 1967, the Directors of the Eastern Slope Re- 
gional Airport Authority have experienced another year of 
further progress, mixed, as usual, with a number of pro- 
blems. Use of the airport has certainly continued at least 
at as great a level as in former years, in spite of Operator 
matters beyond the control of the Directors, 


The Operators engaged at the beginning of 1967 found 
themselves unable to continue the operation beyond the 
Spring, dueto transfer of one of their number to foreign 
service. Accordingly, it was necessary for the Authority 
to employ an attendant at the airport during the summer 
of 1967 while searching foranew Operator, However, dur- 
ing the summer a substantial improvement was made to 
protect the airport by the sealing of pavementcracks. which 
should leave the pavement in good condition for many 
years, 

With the Fall of 1967 the Directors have made arrange- 
ments with anew Operator, Mr. Hanson, whose subsequent 
operation of the airport has, in the opinion of the Direct- 
ors, been superior to any previously experienced, In fact, 
usaye of the airport has grown to such an extent that in 
December of 1967 the Directors voted to undertake the 
erection of a six-place “T" hangar, because of the great 
demand by pilots inthis area for winter protection for their 
craft, It is hoped that over the years rental income from 
this facility will goa long ways towards recovering its cost. 
as well as providing a valuable, needed service, This hang- 
ar is now under construction, and will, hopefully, be in 
use during the last half of the 1967-68 winter season, It 
will exhaust all of the capital funds of the Airport Auth- 
ority, and compel borrowing to at least a limited degree, 
thus making support by the municipalities even more ne- 
cessary than in the past, 


An interesting activity at the Airport during 1967 was 
the operation therefrom of a glider doing experimental re- 
search on clear air turbulence in the Mt, Washington area, 
Every potential new business which has made inquiries con- 
cerning the area has indicated that the airport has had a 
significant effect in attracting it here, The Directors urge 
that all citizens of the area towns make an effort to pay a 
personal visit to the airport, so that they and their friends 
may be aquainted with its facilities and available services,

MUSIC SUPERVISOR'S REPORT 


The music curriculum has remained essentially the 
same as in former years, with regular instruction being 
offered to all classes - kindergarten through grade eight, 
In addition, the selected choruses have continued to meet 
on a weekly basis; the intermediate chorus (grades four, 
five, and six) included forty children while the junior high 
chorus numbered fifty-five, 

In several classes, existing sets of textbooks were sup- 
plemented in order to meet the needs of increased en- 
roliment, while a piano which was not needed in the 


present junior high building was moved to the intermediate 
building thus providing another teacher with an instrument, 


Music in Maine presented two concerts to the students 
of our schools, with grades three through eight in attend- 
ance, These concerts were presented in the Gibson Recre- 
ational Center Building, and were enthusiastically received 
by the children, 

In Brownfield and Lovell, the entire student bodies par- 
ticipated in musical programs, while in Fryeburg and Brown- 
field, the respective junior high choruses presented the 
musical portion of the Closing Day Exercises. 

The inclusion of the Stoneham and Chatham students 
has augmented our mnisical organizations, and with the 
formation of School Administrative District and the po- 
tential that it represents, we look forward to the possibil- 
ities of presenting an increasing variety of musical ex- 
periences for the children in our area,

Report Of Public Health Nurse 


Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in Lovell 
in the year 1968 


Your public health nurse is interested in all phases of 
community activities that concern health, Nursing serv- 
ices are givenin the home, at school, at clinics, at con- 
ferences and are available to people of all ages with health 
problems, 

A series of three Child Health Conferences was held in 
the spring. These Conferences give the parents whose 
children are not under the care of a private doctor, op- 
portunity to discuss with a physician the health of their 
children; have a complete physical examination; and re- 
ceive immunizations for diptheria, whooping cough, tet- 
anus, smallpox, polio and measles, The school physician 
hasrequested that all children who are due to enter school 
this fall have a complete physical examination and that 
they complete their immunizations, This service may be 
obtained at the Child Health Conferences if there is no 
family doctor, 


Conferences were held with the Superintendent of 
Schools, school physician, and teachers regarding theschool 
health program, Complete physical examinations are offer - 
ed yearly to all children in grades one and four, This year 
all children who had never received a physical examination 
since entering school due to being absent or ill at the time 
of the routine physical examinations were invited to take 
advantage of this service, Urine tests for sugar and albumin 
were offered to all students as well as preschool children 
and adults of Lovell, Stoneham, and Sweden, The annual 
tuberculin test was offered for beginners, all students who 
assistin the Hot Lunch Program, and to all school person- 
nel, There was a 99% participation of school children and 
there were no reactors in this group, It is regrettable that 
so few adults take advantage of this simple test, The regular 
school immunization clinic for 1968 will be held in the 
spring of 1969 and parents are urged to continue the im- 
munizations which will be due to keep the children pro- 
tected against specific diseases, 

Home visits are made to give guidance and instruction 
in health by teaching prevention of illnesses and accidents: 
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practicing the control of communicable diseases; and coun- 
selling on nutritional requirements for proper growth and 
development, Many problems and defects can be correct- 
ed before the child enters school if they are discovered 
early, Visits are made upon the recommendation of the a- 
ttending physicians at the Child Health Conferences and 
school physical examinations to discuss findings and rec- 
ommendations and to assist parents with medical plans for 
correction of defects. If referral to Maternal and Child 
Health Clinics is indicated, the service and how it may be 
obtained is explained, These clinics might include Ortho- 
pedic, Pediatric, Cardiac, Hard of Hearing, and Mental 
Retardation problems, Other resources are also made known 
to the family, such as services of Division of Rehabili- 
tation, Division of Eye Care and Special Services, and 
Division of Mental Health.

Kinds of Services Performed 


We are primarily concerned with seeing and consulting 
people that have emotional or mental problems, 


Treatment may include several counseling sessions. It 
may require medication prescribed by the family doctor 
or consulting psychiatrist. Itcan involve interviewing sev- 
eral members of the family, Treatment may consist of 
several avenues depending upon the many circumstances 
that might be involved, Each person is treated according 
to the diagnosis of his problem. 


Itis extremely difficult to explain treatment except to 
Say that there are many kinds of mental and emotional 
problems, This is also why it is so difficult to report num- 
bers and kinds of problems,

ALL TAXPAYERS SHOULD READ THE FOLLOWING 
REQUIREMENTS AND COMPLY WITH THEM 


Chapter 81, Section 35 of the Revised Statutes of Maine 
require the Assessors to give notice to bring up lists of tax- 
able property: if no lists are brought in, no claim for abate- 
ment, 

"Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting 
notifications insome public place in town, or shall notify 
them in such other way as the town directs, to make and 
bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls, and 
all their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt 
from taxation, of which they are possessed on the first day 
of April of the same year, If any resident owner after 
such notice, or any non-resident owner after being reason- 
ably requested thereto by the assessors, does not bring in 
such a list, he is thereby barred of his right to make appli - 
cation to the assessors, or county commissioners, for any 
abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his 
application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer 
it at the time appointed, The request upon non-resident 
owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail to the last 
know address of the taxpayer or given by any other method 
that brings notice home to the taxpayer, "
